An Iuteresting Roview of His Carcer
in London in Conneotion with
Cardinal Newman,

Mgr. Copel imat ovenitng brought to a
ot o ot st s (o iy
at a on, no
only among those of the Catholic faith
but those not of the faith, and many not
of the Uhristian religion. His andience
last night wes not an exception either in
religions eharmcter or social standing, and
though not as large, on secount of thyeat-
salng weather, as on tho previcus oves-
gions, the interest was nons the loks
attentive. The right reverend prel-
ates snid his preavicns disconrses, if
fally understood established: (1) Thata
y of truth called the Christian faith,

the gospel, revelation, had been manifest-
ed by God; (2) that the knowledge and
beliel in this revelation depended notl on
the evidence ol the truths contained there-
in, bat on the trath and suthority of God
who ronde the revelation ; and (3) that the
Charch, a divine human orgeoiem, was
the appointed teacher and judge of this
revelation, lecturer entered on the
subject of the evening's discourse by stal-
ing the Church would not add or take
from reyelation; she wonld only im
and expound it. She could noi, therefore,
be narrower or broader than her Master's
mes2age. By that m all men are re-
deamid by the bleod of Uhrist, and tonee-
quently each man receiven sufficient grace
to save his soul, but his own co-operstion
ia needed, for God will not compel men to
be saved, though each man ia crested to
be eaved. o, then, the Bralimin, the Mo-
hammedan, Jew and Geotile, Proiestants
enid Catholien receive graece to know and
love Gk, .\aulu.amou% those who bear
the Olristian name, the baptism they re
ceived mnkes men not children of their
epetial sect, but of the Church of Ohrist.
ﬁenn'e baptized babes and those who
baptized retain their baptismal inupcenes,
of whataver sect they may nominally be,
are saved. And, after having lost baptia-
mal innovence, they should repent with a
repentance like to thatof Magdalen, and
by the love of God are msved. On the
other hand, the holy Church, by the side
of this broad, venerous teaching, has to
place the other truth, thereis but one
fold under one shepherd. She reminds
wen that Christ has esid other sheep
thore sre that are nol of this fold, but
that He will call them and they will hear
His -oice, and there ghall “be the one
fold.” There cannot be, saya e, pome
200  folds corresponding to the dif-
ferent sectm.  All these nimy be wrong;
ong, only, ean be right.  Therefare there
is the obligation on every man Lo find this
one foid, To meglect to do o, to give
more attenlion to amassing wealth, to
galliering learcing or (o securing worldls
possesiion, is to expose the soul o perdi-
tion. Invincible ignorance can by pledded
somet mes, but whoen wen are bmcgbt in
caontact with Ustholies, or travel in Catho-
iz countries, or have the means of know-
ing, then it is difficult to see how igho-
rance can be pleaded a8 an exense, Bot in
this jodgwent i to God. The Chusch
canonizes her mints by handreds, butshe
condemns no one to hell.  To call this big-
otry is to be unmwindint that all Christians
exclude marderers, adullerera aund other
eriminals from the kingdom ol heaven,
and those who fullow the confession of
Westminster, topether with Episcopaliing,
assort that oat of the Charch there s no
ordinary way of salvation. Menaresaved
in other secls not becanse of the

wob, bul becanse of HBdelity to conscience.
I'he wonsignor teyminated by an earnest
appeal o his hearers to pray sand search
for this one faith. He arged on his Cath-
plic brethren by word and example to aid
in this, He then annonnced Lhat as re-
quested he would give & lecture te-morrow
evening on “'Spiritualism,” 1o which ad-
mrission will be free of charge.

Througl his persnasive logicdistingnishicd
members of the English aristocracy had
Lieen indoced to join the Catholie Church,
and bis native brain and wide koowledge
made bim a recognized flactor in the hid-
den mechanism of Earopean politics.
fhe “Catesby” of Lothair seemed like a
mtndy from the e of Machiavelli and the
supple diplomatists of the past, yet there
wis less, far loss, than Disraeii's costomary
exaggeration in the piclure. “Catesby™
was n em:l?r {rom life, dmwn by the skill-
fol hsnd of n Inodred spirit, gud oo who
had raised himsell from s lowe: depth
than Capel ever sonaded to an eminence
that might well satisfy evem thie dreams of
the ambitious ecclesinstic.
